“AS A PLAN’ FOR MAKING LOANS 


Would Eliminate “Pyl|”’ and 


RICHMOND 


“Influence” and Standardize Security|. 
Publicly Passed Upon—Would Also Make Character an Asset 


And Free the Business World of Crooks 


(By H. C. Cutting)

MODUS OPERANDI 

In view of experience it would seem 
unsafe to give a politically elected or ap- 
pointed body the power to put the value 
on property for security purposes; a view 
justified by the very unsatisfactory man- 
ner in which the asséssor’s office does the 
same work for tax purposes. But it will 
be seen that thig difficulty does not exist 
or that it is cabily* and cempletely over- 

come. 4 

It is true that a commission invested 

with authority to value property holds in 

its hands the medsure of every man’s for- 

. tune. It may be argued that so Vital a 
' power, must of necessity require superior 
judgment and absolute lidnesty in the 
commigsign: exercisingtit, but such is not 
the, case. .,,.Neither “buperior efficiency, 
judgment’ nor honesty are required, but on 
the contrary very ordinary clerigal ability 
is-all that is necessary to function both 
proposed commissions,- 

The security commission would simply 
record values. The daily activities of 
business, the laws of supply and demand 
and the consensus of opinion of all the 
people fix the values. In any metropoli- 
tan newspaper will be found the latest 
price quotations on stocks and bonds and 
the market price of practically every form 
of property unless it be real estate. To 
be sure the prices of all mantfactured 
goods are not printed in the papers, but 
prices are to be found in the price lists 
and discount sheets of manufacturers and 
jobbers, and then only approximate 
values are necessary, as all that is needful 
is a good margin of safety. So it is seen 
‘that fhe people determine the values arid 
the commission simply notes. them. 

Real estate values would’ jbe fixed and 
at the same time tax troubles disposed 
of by a law to the effect that the security 
value of a property should also be its as- 
sessed value for taxation. The owners 
who held property for income and home 
purposes, obeying the natural law of self- 
interest, would crowd the values down to 
save taxes and the owners who wanted to 
sell their property or to borrow money 
on it would push values up in obedience 
to the same law of self-interest; so instead 
of all private interests working in one di- 
rection- against the assessor,.. trying to 
keep assessments down and prices up, the 
various interests of the eommunity would 
settle upon an average value which would 
be safe and just and acceptable to all. 
Concord would-be born. of: contraries and 
the result* would represent the consensus 
of opinion of the corhmunify as to value, 
and that id ‘real value. 

As character is a large fattor in the 
granting of a loan, and of right should 
be, the security commission should keep 
a set of records, something on the plan of 
the present commercial agencies, only 
much more accurate and trustworthy, con- 
cerning every person engaging in any 
kind of business or asking for credit. 
These records would be correct and open 
to all. If any mistakes were made they 
could be corrected on presentation of 
proof by the person affected. This would 
not only be a great incentive to business 
integrity ,and efficiency, but it would at 
one fell swoop eliminate crooks from the 
business world. 


It may require a feat of the imagina- 
tion to conjure a picture of a business 
world from which crooks, grafters and 
weaklings had been eliminated, but this 
desirable condition would come about, be- 
cause it would soon be a custom for all 
strangers to present with their letter of 
introduction, or their card, a character 
certificate, and a failure to do so would 
give the impression that it was not pre-

The variance would scarce- 
ly be that much, however, because actual 
yalue and, market value would more near- 
ly coincide and prices would not fluctuate 
su violently as they do at present, so the 
margin, of safety, would not have to be 
so wide. : 

This percentage would be the same re- 
gardless of who owned the property, un- 
less some allowance were made for good 
or bad character, which could justly be 
done, since good''character should be an 
asset and the reverse a liability; but the 
point is that A could not borrow ninety 
per cent of the value of a security and B 
only forty per cent or no per cent on the 
same security as at present.

Seven Queens of England Who Re- 
mained Uncrowned on Account of 
State and Religious Reasons, 

There have beem seven uncrowned 
queens of England. The first was 
Margaret of France, phe second wife 
of Edward I. Money was scarce in 


and Edward could not afford the ex- 
pense of a coronation. The four later 
wives of Henry VIII, Anne Boleyn's 
successors—Jane Seymour, Anne of 
Cleves, Catherine Howard and Cather- 
ine Parr—were never publicly crowned 
as queen consorts. Perhaps it was be- 
cause Henry thought it would cause 
ridicule to have coronations occur as 
frequently as his marrfages. Henrietta 
Maria, the wife of Charles I, being a
